ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 26.—The na- 
tive populace started evacuating the 
capital today, in accordance with 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s verbal or- 
der—not waiting the seven days he 
prescribed Saturday, in event of an 
air raid. Thousands of men, wom- 
en and children, thinking war may 
come at any moment, departed for 
villages in the interior. 

The Belgian Minister today 
asked Emperor Haile Selassie’s per- 
mission for the American and other 
foreign legations to bring in emer- 
gency troops as the British are 
doing for the protection of diplo- 
matic missions. 

The Belgian Minister made his 
request by virtue of his position of 
seniority in length of residence in 
Addis Ababa, which automatically 
makes him the dean of the diplo- 
matic corps. 

The Italian legation also began 
the removal of its archives from 
the Ethiopian capital.

PARIS, Aug. 26.—Jose Yves Lim- 
antour, 81 years old, Mexican fi- 
nancier, died today at his home. He 
is survived by his son, Guillermo 
Limantour, and a daughter, Senora 
Miguel de Yturbe. 

From 1893 until 1911 Limantour 
was Mexico’s Minister of Finance, 
a period marked by intense eco- 
nomic and financial development in 
that country. In 1904 he worked 
out monetary reforms by which 
Mexico adopted a fixed ratio be- 
tween gold and silver, and to all 
intents and purposes, went on a

Smashing the opposition of the 
farm bloc, the House adopted « 
on |waneaieitens today calling for a sine 
die adjournment of Congress to 
night. 

While the House was taking this 
action, President Roosevelt was 
conferring with cotton Senators on 
a formula which it was expected 
would end differences between the 
House and Senate on the wheat- 
cotton loans in the deficiency bill, 

The Senate had voted to recess 
for five hours pending negotiations 
to break the deadlock and end the 
session. 

In the House, the adjournment 
resolution was presented by Rep- 
resentative Taylor of Colorado, act- 
ing Democratic leader, Represen- 
tative Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, a 
cotton leader, moved to table. On 
a standing vote, Vinson was de 
feated, 178 to 47. 

Adjournment then was approved, 


a 


172 to 47. 

Again the farm bloc failed to 
obtain enough strength to force a 
roll call. 

The House immediately stood in 
recess subject to call. 

Referred to Committee. 

Speaker Byrns referred the de- 
ficiency bill with its loan riders to 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee for “study.” 

House leaders, after talking with 
the President, had been adamant 
against the attempt to amend the 
deficiency bill to require 12-cents-~a- 
pound loans on cotton and about 90 
cents a bushel on wheat. 

After the Senate cotton bloc had 
conferred with Senator Robinson, 
the Democratic leader, for some 
time, a group arranged to discuss 
the situation at once with the Pres- 
ident. 
Among those attending the confer 
ence with Robinson were Senators 
Byrnes, South Carolina; Harrison, 
Mississippi; Smith, South Carolina; 
George, Georgia; Gore and Thomas, 
Oklahoma; McKellar and Bachman, 
Tennessee; Connally, Texas; Black, 
Alabarha, and Barkley, Kentucky, 
“Unofficial Suggestions.” 
To the White House went Robin- 
son, Byrnes, Harrison, Smith, Black 
and Connally. The White House 
Conference lasted an hour and a 
half.. Talks were resumed at the 
Capitol. 
A prediction that Congress would 
adjourn tonight was made by Smith 
when he left a second conference 
with Robinson, attended by a dom 
en or more Southern Senators. 
Two unofficial “suggestions for 
a way out of the difficulty made by 
Senators were: 
1. If the President would prom- 
ise to raise the 9cent cotton loan 
to, say 10% cents, advocates of the 
Byrnes amendment might withdraw 
from the fight, making new legisla- 
tion unnecessary. 
2. Withdrawal of the amend- 
ments might also be agreed upon if 
the President would promise to take 
further steps to help the cotton 
armer, should it be found necessary 
between now and the convening of 
the next session.

NO MONEY TO CARE FOR 1100 
UNEMPLOYABLES IN COUNTY 


State Offers Loan, but Board Can- 
not Contract Debts Against 
Future Revenue. 

The future care of more than 1100 
unemployable resident of St. Louis 
County presents a problem which 
State Relief Administrator Wallace 
Crossley and the County Court are 
trying to work out. 

The county cared for 358 unem- 
ployables, persons unable to support 
themselves due to age or infirmities, 
to Aug. 1, when funds for the pur- 
pose were exhausted. The County 
Court was advised that on Sept. 1 
Federal funds would be withdrawn 
from 780 additional unemployables, 
because of recent regulations, and 
these persons would be thrown on 
the county. 

Crossley appeared before the 
County Court at Clayton today and 
offered State aid efor the care of 
the persons invol¥#@d, provided tlie 
‘county would reimburse the State. 
| Judge Eugene Tighe informed the 
administrator that the resources of 
the pauper and insane fund had 
been exhausted, and that the Court 
‘could not contract debts against f1- 
-ture revenue. Crossley asked the 
Court to prepare a resolution for 
his records, setting out details of 
the situation. He told reporters he 
was hopeful of obtaining some 
State funds “or the care of unem- 
ployable persons.

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Robber and Woman Held for Murder 


TWOSUSPERTS 


HELD IN MURDER 
TWO YEARS AGO 


One of Pair of Negro 
Youths Names Two Con- 
victs in Killing of Wil- 
liam Schroeder, Grocer. 


After searching two years for the 
murderers of William Schroeder. 


killed in a holdup in his grocery at 
1114 North Vandeventer avenue, pdo- 
lice announced today they had in 
custody two young Negroes, one of 
whom admitted he was a lookout 
in the holdup. The other, police 
said, named a third Negro youth, 
now i4 years old and in Boonville 
Reformatory, as the one who shot 
the grocer. 

With only meager descriptions of 
the robbers, police had been at a 
loss until last July 28, when they 
began questioning a 15-year-old Ne- 
gro boy on his arrest after he had 
escaped from Bellefontaine Farms. 

They questioned him about vari- 
ous holdups and burglaries, and 
finally he admitted that he had par- 
ticipated in three. Then the police- 
man asked him what he knew about 
the Schroeder holdup. He con- 
fesse dthat he and a 16-year-old Ne- 


gro, whom he named, had been 
lookouts. 

Arrested, the 16-year-old youth 
named’ two Negroes in Boonville | 
Reformatory, one of whom, he said, 
he saw enter the grocery with a re- 
volver and run out after a shot was 
fired. The other Negro he named 
was a lookout, he said. He himself 
had nothing to do with the holdup, 
he insisted, but merely happened 
to be standing on a corner nearby 
when ‘it occurred. 

The two he named will be ques- 
tioned at Boonville. 

Schroeder, 63 years old, was 
killed on the afternoon of Aug. 5, 
1933, when he resisted a holdup. In 
reconstructing the slaying, police 
said the grocer apparently grabbed 
a meat cleaver and started toward 
one of the Negroes, who fired twice 
at him. 

His body, bullet wounds in the 
left armpit and left chest, was 
found close to the front door, with 
'the cleaver nearby. The _ robbers 
| fled without obtaining anything.

Young Edison’s Career, 


He was born &t Menlo Park, 
near New Brunswick, N. J., one of 
three children born of the famous 
inventor’s first marriage. He was 
educated at St. Paul's Preparatory 
School, Concord, N. H., and later 
engaged in research work on inter- 
nal combustion engines in a private 
laboratory at Burlington, N.\J. 

Mr. Edison married twice. His 
first wife was Marie Louise Tuo- 
hey, an actress, whom he married 
Nov. 23, 1898. News of the wed- 
ding was not publicly known until 
February, 1899. They separated 18 
months later. He married Miss 
Heyzer in New York in July, 1906. 

He once announced he was going 
to “photograph a person’ 
thoughts.” His work with the 
X-ray in his father's laboratory 
led him to the opinon that such a 
feat was possible. For months he 
experienced with cameras and sen- 
sitive plates. 

Attached to the camera he fin- 
ally selected was a long brass cy- 
linder, eight inches in diameter, 
and filled with reflecting glass 
prisms.

Companion Escapes in Woods 
After Car Goes Off 35-Foot 
Bridge in Chase. 


HER BODY FOUND 
AFTER MAINE SEARCH | 


One of two men who fled in an 
automobile last night when Alton 
police attempted to question them 
was severely wounded in an ex- 
change of shots with the pursuing 
officers.

AY I be permitted to make a few 
observations regarding the letter, 
“Capitalism. vs. Marxism,” appearing 
over the signature of \Al Davidson in the 
Aug. 14 issue of the Post-Dispatch” 

It- seems that Mr. Davidson applauds 
Guglielmo Ferrero for the sole reason 
that he (Ferrero) has had the courage to 
deciare himself against the policies of 
Mussolini, and he considers cowards all 
those intellectuals who have bowed to the 
will of Ii Duce. Strange that among these 
“cowards” should be included some of 
the master minds of our era, i. e.: 
briele d’Annunzio, Guglielmo Marconi, 
Pietro Mascagni, not to mention hundreds 
of others of equal caliber. Still, from 
Mr. Davidson's point of view, all of these 
are far inferior to Mr. Ferrero because 
he alone has had the courage to refuse 
to compromise his principles.

INTO A NEW PHASE. 

With the work of the first session of the Seventy- 
fourth Congress virtually completed, the quarter- 
back, as Mr. Roosevelt calls himself, has the ball. 
The session passed every major measure advocated 
by him, and though it made important modifications 
in many bills, the program to which it has oiacenamedl 
ted the country is essentially the President s. 

Despite overwhelming majoritigs of Democrats in| 
‘both House afid Senate, the administration had no 
“Little difficulty in ramming through its measures. 
| The docility with which Congress greeted Mr. Roose- 
| gelt in 1933 gave way often toa questioning attitude 
toward the administration's proposals. There were 
‘several minor revolts, such as that staged by Senator 
| Glass in ‘the case of the banking bill, and the re- 
‘fusal of the House to stand for the original death 
| sentence provision in the holding company bill, and 
these revolts scored a high rate of victories. 
| The greater part of this recalcitrancy occurred 
‘after the Supreme Court’s NRA decision, which 
‘dealt a heavy blow at Mr. Roosevelt's prestige and 
brought into grave doubt the validity of other im- 
| portant New Deal legislation. In fact, one of the 
‘most striking phenomena of the session was the ef- 
| fort of Congress, spurred on by the administration, to 
patch up legislation in the light of the NRA and 
other Supreme Court decisions. After a long period 
of blithe carelessness on the subject, Congress and 
the President became acutely Constitution-conscious. 

A notable exception was in the case of the Guffey 
coal bill, whose constitutionality is denied by scores 
of qualified authorities. Mr. Roosevelt, in the course 
of the bill's passage, took the incredible and inex- 
cusable course of addressing the chairman of a con- 
'gressional committee as follows: “I hope your com- 
| mittee will not permit doubts as to constitutionality, 
however reasonable, to block the suggested legisla- 
| tion.” Though many members remembered their 
‘oaths of office and refused to swallow their doubts, 
the bill passed. 
| With the possible exception of the Social Security 


| Act, the most important legislation of the session 
‘was the $4,880,000,000 work-relief measure. This 
| represented the administration's direct, frontal at- 
tack upon unemployment. The theory of the bill is 
‘that it will provide work for all employable citizens 
| now on relief. Whether or not it will do so is a huge 
| question mark. Whether or not, upon the expenditure 
_of this sum, private industry will be in position to 
‘absorb the unemployed, is another huge- question 
mark. Nowhere else in the world has the public 
works experiment been tried on so vast a scale. Its 
outcome is in the lap of the gods. 
| The Social Security Act represents the ideal of 
| insuring the people against the privations of old 
lage. It seeks to provide a cushion in the form 
‘of unemployment insurance against future depres- 
‘sions. It carries humanitarian aid for women and 
children. For the United States, this measure breaks 
‘new ground. Its success will depend in large part 
/upon the wisdom of its administration; indeed, that 
is trie of many of the new measures, such as the 
| public utility and Nanking bills. 
| One of the shining achievements of Congress was 
‘that, in its closing days, at the earnest behest of 
| Senators Nye and-Clark and despite the ill-concealed

more accurately, a relatively enlightened 
and resolute faction of them, become  un- 
happily aware of the nature of the govern- 
ment they live under and undertake meas- 
ures to improve it. Sometimes those meas- 
ures take the form of assassinating its prin- 
cipal dignitaries, or of driving them into 
exile, but more often the thing is done more 
gently. é 

There was a good example, known to 
every schoolboy, in England in the year 
1215, when the Barons of the realm,, tiring 
of the tyrannous exactions of King John, 
corralled him at Runnymede, and forced 
him to grant them a long series of liberties, 
some of which remain the common liberties 
of every Englishman to this day. John 
kept his throne, but only at the cost of sur- 
rendering most of his old prerogatives. 

At such times, not unnaturally, the con- 
cessions wrung from the tyrant brought 
to bay are commonly reduced to writing, if 
only that the parties of both parts may re- 
member them clearly. A writing of that 
sort is variously known as a charter, a con- 
stitution or a bill of rights. In a few coun- 
tries, notably England, some of the prin- 
cipal articles in the existing constitution are 
not generally understood. 

But whether they are written down or not, 
they have a kind of force that is greatly 
superior to that of all ordinary law, and 
changing their terms is looked on as a very 
grave matter, to be undertaken only on long 
consideration, and after getting the consent 
of all the persons, or at least of a majority 
of them, whose rights it is proposed to 
modify. 


Ae intervals in the history of the world, 


In brief, a constitution is a standing limi- 
tation upon the power of the government. 
So far you may go, but no farther. No 
matter what the excuse or provocation, you 
may not invade certain rights, or pass cer- 
tain kinds of laws. The lives and property 
of the people are at your disposition, but 
only up to a plainly indicated point. If 
you go beyond it, you become a public crim- 
inal, and may be proceeded against, at least 
in theory, like any other criminal. The 
government thus ceases to be sovereign, and 
becomes a creature of sharply defined and 
delimited powers. There are things it may 
not do. 

This device is probably the greatest in- 
vention that man has made since the dawn 
of civilization. It lies at the bottom of most 
of his progress. It was responsible for the 
rise of free government in the Greek city 
states, and it has been responsible for the 
growth of nearly all the great nations of 
modern times. Wherever it has passed out 
of use, there has been decay and retrogres- 
sion. Every right that anyone has today is 
based on the doctrine that government is a 
creature of limited powers, and that the 
men constituting it become criminals if they 
venture to exceed those powers. 

Naturally enough, this makes life uncorn- 
fortable for politicians, and especially for 
the more impudent and unconscionable 
variety of them. Once they get into office, 
they like to exercise their power, for power 


and its ketchup, glory, are the victuals they 
feed and fatten upon. Thus it always an- 
noys them when they collide with a consti- 
tutional prohibition. 

It not only interferes with their practice 
of their nefarious trade—to-wit, the trade 
of hoodwinking and exploiting the people; 
it is also a gross affront to their high 
mightiness. Am I not Diego Valdez, Lord 
Admiral of Spain? Why, then, should I be 
bound by rules and regulations? Why 
should I be said nay when I am bursting 
with altruism, and have in mind only the 
safety and felicity of all you poor fish, my 
vassals and retainers?

But when politicians talk thus, or act thus 
without talking, it is precisely the time to 
watch them most carefully. Their usual 
plan is to invade the constitution stealthily, 
and then wait to see what happens. If 
nothing happens, they go on more boldly; 
if there is a protest, they reply hotly that 
the constitution is worn-out and absurd, and 
that progress is impossible under the dead 
hand. 

This is the time to watch them especially. 
They are up to no good to anyone save 
themselves. They are trying to whittle 
away the common rights of the rest of us. 
Their one and only object; now and always, 
is to get more pewer into their hands, that 
it may be used freely for their advantage, 
and to the damage of everyone else. 

Beware of all politicians at all times, but 
beware of them most sharply when they 
talk of reforming and improving the consti- 
tution. 

PARKING METERS.

N 12 days, 200 of the new parking meters, 
| eed trial in Oklahoma City, took in $745. 
Which prompted the City Manager to say 
that the general public is accepting the me- 
ters, that they were getting more support 
daily from merchants and the citizenship as 
a whole, that the meters make the traffic 
more “fluid.” 

Opposition persists, nevertheless, an Ok- 
lahoma City dispatch says, and the City 
Council has received a petition asking that 
the meter question be submitted to a vote. 
However, we are also told that the Council 
has taken under advisement a plea of mer- 
chants that more meters be installed. 

The parking meter is a new wrinkle in 
getting the motorist’s money. When a 
nickel is deposited, a green flag rises with- 
in the glassed meter. An indicator moves 
across a graduated scale as the time elapses, 
and at the end of the nickel's worth of time, 
the flag drops. When the policeman comes 
along and sees the dropped flag, the motor- 
ist gets his invitation to “see the Judge.” 
The time allowed is 15 minutes, 30 minutes 
or an hour, depending on the zone. 

Opponents of the meter system contend 
that streets should not be used for raising 
revenue and are seeking a Supreme Court 
decision. In that, we are inclined to agree 
with said opponents. The scheme has all 
the earmarks of another bit of chiseling the 
automobile owner’s pocketbook. It is as 
petty as picking pennies out of the pockets 
of the poor through a sales tax.

OSEPHINE JOHNSON’S deeply moving 

and beautifully written novel, “Now in 
November,” did not burst upon all the re 
viewers so suddenly as it did on me, because 
it seems that some of my colleagues had 
been reading Miss Johnson's short stories in 
the magazines. I have no doubt that in spite 
of this preparation they were astonished at 
the mature quality of Miss Johnson's first 


long piece of fiction, but no one at all sen 


sitive totunusual writing could have doubted 
after reading only a few pages of the young 
woman's prose that she had authentic talent, 

Her shorter pieces, the ones that have 
been published in a number of places, how 
many before she received the Pulitzer Prize 
and how many since [I do not know, anda 
number that have not seen the light of day 
before, are rounded up in “Winter Orchard 
and Other Stories.” One, “Dark,” appeared 
in last year’s O. Henry volume. 

There is a strongly poetical vein in all 
Miss Johnson's work, which comes out not 
only in her obvious sensitivity to the beauty 
of the living world but also in her keen per- 
ception of infinite shadings of human re 
lJationship as well as in the very quality of 
her writing. Her publishers compare her 
with Katherine Mansfield, which is both an 
intelligent and a provocative suggestion. 

The reasons I think so are that she has 
an extraordinarily sure touch in the field of 
the short story and a great deal of original 
ity as well, but Katherine Mansfield never 
could have become a novelist, and in reading 
Miss Johnson's stories, which I did with 
great pleasure and admiration, I wondered 
more than once if she had the intellectual 
vigor to write distinguished long fiction.

HE cotton problem cannot 
The price of raw cotton is arti- 


ficially maintained by a loan at a 


high and artificially fixed price. In 
plain English, it amounts to the 
Government buying, at a fixed 
price, al] surplus cotton for which 
there is no market and storing it. 

New crops are coming on. More 
cottin surplus will have to be fi- 
nanced, Finally, with a great moun- 
tain of undigested raw cotton = on 
hand, a crash is inevitable. The only 
way to avoid it is to burn or sink 
the surplus in the sea. 

Now that process is called “val- 
orization.” It has been tried over 
and over again—with wheat, cof- 
fee, sugar and rubber—but never 
without a terrible flop. 

Bad as that is, it is not one-third 
of the story. Cotton is an export 
crop. It has been the mainstay of 
the South for generations. It is a 
large chunk of the nation’s total 
éxport trade, It is one of the eco- 
nomic props of our whole business 
structure. By maintaining this high 
export price we are. financing com- 
petition to drive us out of the 
world’s cotton business. 

One reason Italy wants Ethiopia 
is to raig@ cotton. At this artificial 
price, Brel can raise cotton at a 
vast profit and is going 
business with a rush. Russia ts put- 
ting forth every effort to raise cot- 
ton. as is France. No policy could be 
invented which would do more to 
pull down the great cotton pillar 
of our economic structure.

tude. This was 75 years ago. 


The cardinal principle of Dr. Bre- | 
mer’s treatment was exercise, and 
he insisted upon his patients walk- 
ing up the mountain paths. The 
second part of his treatment was 
cold water, and he really meant a 
stream of ice cold water poured on 
these patients after they had taken 
their mountain walk, 


Rest Needed. 


Young Dr. Detweiler became fa- | 
tigued from his walk and sat down | 
one day and did not complete it. He 
felt so much better that he came to 
believe that the exercise and cold 
water were mistakes, and that the 
most important element in the 
treatment of tuberculosis is rest. 
Today that opinion has _ gained 
ground until it is the fundamental 
idea of all tuberculosis treatment. 
Reat in bed or in an armchair for 
a period of time, at least six 
months, in order to give the body a. 
chance to gain strength to fight 
the disease. 

The two other principles are that | 
the tuberculosis patient should be 
in the fresh air and that his nutri- 
tion should be carefully built up. 
So far as fresh air is concerned. 
this does not necessarily mean a 
climate. As Dr. F. H. Pottinger of 
Monrovia, Cal., says, “I would rath 
er be treated intelligently in the 
woret climate than be allowed to 
run wild in the best.” 


Climate. 


The tragedy of so many cases of | 
tuberculosis is they sacrifice every- | 
thing for climate. Climate is un- 
doubtedly an advantage, but only if 
you have enough money to iive 
comfortably in the climate and em- 
ploy intelligent medical care with- 
out worrying yourself about ex- 
pense. The patients that think the 
climate will do everything, and after 
reaching it have to work to make | 
expenses, are worse off than if they | 
had stayed at home. And the warn- | 
inge in railway and bus stations | 
on the way to California and Colo- 
rado should be interpreted in this 
light—that the boards of health of 
these states will not be responsible 
for transient non-resident patients 
with tuberculosis who need hospi- 
talization after they reach the ha- 
ven of climate. 

In the matter of food, it is rec- 
ommended that the patients should 
not he stuffed, especially enough to 
upset their digestion. A little good 
food which is well digested is better 
than a great deal of food which 
causes the stomach to be upset so 
much that the dietary plan has to 
be interrupted Of late years, a 
diet in which the salt is restricted 
and the calcium increased has been 
recommended and tried with some 
#ucceass.

And his mother equally 
selfish and unkind. But no one 
dares to say so for Bill is protected 
by the oldest and most cherished 
sentiment on earth—Mother Love. 

Or, take these members of the 
Older Generation who are always 
belaboring the yéungsters nowadays 
for their “wildness’’—‘wastefulness” 
—‘“vulgarity.” Are they honestly 
concerned for the Younger Genera- 
tion? Have they any proof that 
their dire prophesies are justified? 
No. They’re just peevish.

OMETHING in the nature of a revo- 
S lution has been taking place in the 

furniture industry. It is of great im- 
portance to all of us who buy furniture 
in the open market, instead of from the 
antique dealer or the cabinet maker. 
Time was when “making a better mouse 
trap” was sufficient to send the world 
trekking to the maker’s doors. But that 
was before the day of machines, quantity 
production, schools of merchandising 
and “consumer reactions.” 

With glass, fabrics, furniture, it was 
more difficult, than in the case of a new 
development like automobiles, to discard 
the craft point of view and the heritage 
of traditional design. Manufacturers 
disciplined the machine into making 
copies of traditional patterns. But sud- 
denly, in our world of skyscrapers, 
streamlined ocean liners and railway 
trains, sleek motor cars and airplanes, a 
new method and new designs were adopt- 
ed for the furnishing of our homes, and 
we began to have “modern” furniture and 
household implements. 

Two prominent designers decided some 
months ago to specialize in the new type 
of old products.

chine, first of all, to see just what kind 
of furniture it could make most econom- 
ically and serviceably. Then they worked 
out designs for smart and beautiful fur- 
niture to be manufactured by these ma- 
chines. And finally they began to work 
with far-seeing manufacturers. 


It seemed very simple. Jigsawing, 
carving, grooving and other intricate 
processes are expensive. Therefore, they 
decided to eliminate these and to concen- 
trate on fine woods, sound workmanship, 
and simple, good design. Thus they would 
be able to give good value at a reasonable 
cost. 


Design? The machine determined that 
in a measure, as design has always been 
determined by the needs of the society 
in which it has been produced, and the 
nature of the materials and processes 
available at the time. All strong periods 
of art have been modern in their day. 
What we call traditional today was mod- 
ern in its time. Therefore, if you add, 
to a sensitive appreciation of the needs 
of the time, the artists’ contribution, you 
have style. Today’s new style has been 
called America 1935. 


as American modern decoration, made 

its debut during the past winter. The 
design is distinguished by its proportions 
and line, and by the choice of material. 
The fine woods are beautiful enough to 
need no decoration. The workmanship 
is careful, as is apparent in the simple 
forms used. The detail is of the best— 
solid hardware, generous mirrors, con- 
cealed casters. 

Bedroom and dining room furniture 
only, but in a large variety of designs, 
was produced at first. It wag often char- 
acterized as “revolutionary” but it sold 
democratically throughout the country.

prove impracticable. Stores cannot 
carry stock in such large quantities as 
in the case of wood pieces, since all po- 
tential buyers have individual tastes 
about color, texture and design of ma- 
terials. An order specially placed has 
often taken a painfully long time to be 
filled. 

But a new plan has been evolved to 
solve this problem. Several different fac- 
tories throughout the country will exe- 
cute the same designs in the same ma- 
terials. Thus, when an individual or a 
store places an order, deliveries can be 
made quickly from one of the nearest 
factories. There is a money saving, too, 
which helps to keep the prices down. 

A great deal of research has gone into 
the selection of fabrics, so that it is a 
simple matter'to buy two or three pieces 
for your living room in different fabrics 
but planned to harmonize. Such a choice 
has usually been confined to custom- 
made pieces heretofore and those able 
to pay for custom-made work. 

A demonstration living room uses fur- 


niture of the new style with three dif- 
ferent materials on the upholstery of 
the divan and two chairs. The selections 
were made from the group of 150 fabrics 
available in many different shades. 

If you do not wish to confine yourself 
to a three-piece suite, there are some two 
dozen models of sofas, a dozen or more 
types of lounge chairs, and as many of 
occasional chairs. An interesting collec- 
tion of occasional chairs is a boon, since 
it is hard to find them scaled and styled 
to harmonize with anything else you 
have.

OME of the new chairs, although con- 
S temporary in spirit, will fit into many 

traditional interiors, as will the sofas 
and lounge chairs. Three of the laqunge 
models, by the way, are designed in units 
which can be used separately or in sev- 
eral combinations.

Many of the fabrics are 
exclusive and some of them have been 
designed by distinguished artists like 
Ruth Reeves. 

You can indulge any taste for texture. 
The popular taste seems to run to the 
rough, curly types of fabrics: the more 
sophisticated shows a preference for 
leathers, the sleeker, serge effects, and 
the smart plaids and checks. The designs 
are all very simple, and often the texture 
is the only decorative element. 

The new models are radically new and 
not to be confused with the previous ones 


at all. Dinette and dining-room furni- 
ture, and bedroom groups have been 
made in smart symmetrical designs. 


The use of maple as a wood for modern 
design, which proved so popular in cer- 
tain models of last season, has been con- 
tinued in some of the new pieces, while 
all of the old maple designs have been 
retained.

When the sched- 
ule requires it nothing more is to 
be said. They accept the imperson- 
al order, the law of custom and tra- 
dition. 

It is wise to use this trait to the 
children’s advantage. Establish the 
routine so that it speaks for itself. 
That does away with a lot of bick- 
ering, grudging and appeals to 
the authority of father and mother. 
“It is your turn,” has the authority 
of the accepted schedule and no in- 
telligent child fusses much about 
that. 

Nobody likes to go to the dentist, 
but everybody should. Put that 
down on the schedule, with the day 
and the date. Sewing on buttons, 
bathing the dog, taking the shirts 
to the laundry, cleaning the bird 
cage, cleaning the windows, wash- 
ing the car, taking out the news- 
papers and old bottles, feeding the 
cat—these are the things that have 
to be done in every household, 
along with a thousand other details 
of like nature.

Aside from making life easier 
for father and mother the routine 
set by the schedule helps the chil- 
dren.

Hav- 
ing to do something new and 
strange upsets that rhythm and 
makes the child uncomfortable and 
ill at ease because he is uncertain.
